THE FREE TRADE MEETING AT
CHICAGO.
Tux recent boast of the Secretary of the Fros
Trade League that that organization was
using extraordinary means to force its ideas
apon the public, finds a new verification in
the trick played npon the leading newspapers
of this country this morning. 'They have
been beguiled into publishing an Associated
Presa telegram which reports the procecdings |
of a free trade meecting held last night at |
Chicngo. The whole object of the report was
evidently to give currenecy to the platitudes of |
Professor Perry and the balderdash of one |
Brinkerhoof, who had nothing more impor-
tant to say than that he wos a free-trader, not-
withstanding the fact that he was *‘a Republi- |
ean of the straightest sort and blackest hue.”
The cause of protection has nothing to fear
from the arguments of the leading speaker of
the evening, Perry, and wo only complain of
the bLad judgment or something worse dis-
played by the agent at Chicego in sending
such stuft over the telegraphic wires at
the expense of newspaper proprietors. How-
ever, as the free-traders war npon every othor
form of American industry, we presume they
would net consider their mission of spolia-
tion and robbery complete if they did nol
dishonestly add to the burdens of the press
and seek to smuggle their doctrines into
tariff journals. It is impossible lo acconnt
on any other theory for the transmission by tele-
graph of these precious extracts f'rom the fres.
trade professors speech:—*'A protective farifl
i8 an abomination;” “The Government lns
no right to levy taxes except for revenue pur-
poses;” ‘‘Remove protection and freights
will fall one half; and cheap freights ave the
great need of the West, The duty on coal
should be taken off this winter, and on salt |
next winter;” ““The more intelligent woollen |
mantfacturers are beginning to undorstand
that the tariff is dragging them down, and
declare themselves ready to abandon it,” and
a mass of other matter of the same genoral
tenor. Hince the free-traders find their new
dodge so suceessful, thoy should next attempl
to extend it to the street-corner conversations
of the parties who are most deeply interested
in the destruction of American industry,
many of which are much more intevesting
and important, and a thousand times more

honest, than the argnments of their new
champion.

THE LATEST DEVELOPMENT

or
THE BYRON SCANDAL, '
T American press, immedintely upon the
nppearance of Mrs. Stowe's scandalous papor
on Byron and his sister, in the September
number of the Atantic, exposad the gross in
reouracy of its statements of matiers
faot, and thoroughly ventilated the sophisti-
cal arguments by which the writer endeavored
to sustain her position. The grossness of
the charge, combined with the irrepronchable
reputation that had always Leen lorne by
Mis, Leigh, caused doubts oven in the minds
of those who were willing to believe thal
Byron was eapable of any wickedness, As
Mrs. Stowe might have foreseen, such a foul
acousation was subjected to the most |
searching analysis by thonsands of minds in
both hemispheres, and it was substantinlly
refuted in the United Slates on ils own
internal evidences before any expression
of English opinion reached this side of the
Atlantic. In England the sensation excited
by the pretonded disclosures of Mra, Stowy
was most profound, and although a few in-
fluential journals like the Safurday Roview
and Spectator accepted the story at fivst sight
and almost without guestion, the expression
of public opinion in favor of Byron and his
sister was even more deecided than in this
conntry, Although the subject has almost
ceasod to be a matter of controversy in the
United Stales, it is still being disoussed with
the ntmost eagerness in England. and the re-
sult is the acenmulation of a mass of evidenee
against Mrs, Stowe and Lady Byron that is
oyerwhelming, and that nothing but the most
positive proofs of the guilt of the aceused |
parties can set aside.
The latest development of the case is con-
tained in an elaborate article in the Quar-

ol

terly Review, which aunnlyzes Mrs, Stowe's |
statements more closely than has been done |

hitherto, and which effectunlly disposes of that
writer by producing hitherto nupublished let-
ters from Lady Byron to Mis, Leigh, showing
that the wife and sister of Byrén were on
terms of the most affectionkte intimacy bolk
before and after the separation—letlers that
could not bave been writlen if Lady Byron
bhad believed at the ftime the foul
charge against her husband and  sister
inlaw that she was fond of vepeating during
